A NY watch case that has received a cheap 
/"% washing of gold over it is called by 
some unscrupulous manufacturers, a 
gold watch. 

Practically the same thing happens in the 
fence business. When a manufacturer gives 
his fence a very thin coating of galvanizing 
and calls his fence "rust proof", he is just 
as unscrupulous as the plated-watch-case 
manufacturer who claims "gold" for his 
wares. 

I am going to show you in the following 
article just exactly why Brown Fence out- 
lasts others. I am going to present the facts 
in as clear and distinct a way as I possibly 
can, bearing in mind that I am talking about 
a subject that has always been discussed in 
very technical language. 

In the first place, the object of galvanizing 
is to keep air and moisture from getting to 
the wire itself. 

Galvanizing, on the wire, prevents rust. 
Of course, the thicker the coat of galvaniz- 
ing, the longer it will protect the wire against 
moisture and consequently against rusting. 

Now bear this in mind ; most fences vary 
widely in the amount of galvanizing material 
placed on the wire. 

Let me explain this a little more thor- 
oughly. 

The Usual Way 

The common practice used in galvanizing 
commercial fence wire is, first to thoroughly 



clean the wire from dirt, scale, etc., with 
diluted acid. The wire is then run, single 
strand, through a vessel of molten zinc, 14 
feet long, at a speed of 80 feet per minute, 
and then through asbestos wipers. 

The object of the wipers is to remove all 
excess zinc and leave the coating smooth. 
The proportion of zinc coating, or galvaniz- 
ing material, to the weight of wire used will, 
in some makes, often run as low as 1 to 1}4 
per cent. That is to say, 20 to 30 pounds 
of zinc (net) used to the ton of wire. This, 
however, varies according to the size of the 
wire; the smaller the size, the more zinc is 
required, owing to the increased amount of 
square feet surface to be covered. 

Taking an average size wire, the amount 
of zinc coating put on galvanized wire by 
progressive manufacturers who are anxious 
and willing to better the quality of their 
product, will run as high as 3j^ to 4j/2 per 
cent, or 70 to 90 pounds of zinc to the ton 
of wire. 

How Telephone Wire is 
Galvanized 

A very much heavier coat, in fact, about 
twice as much zinc by weight, can be put on 
wire by the process used in the galvanizing 
of telephone and telegraph wire, which is 
known as — the "double galvanizing process". 

In this double process the wire is drawn 
very slowly through a vessel of molten zinc, 
14 feet long — the speed being only about 
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15 feet per minute, and is not wiped as 
closely as common commercial fence wire. 
Wire galvanized by this process will stand 
a much longer acid test than the ordinary, 
close-wiped galvanized wire. 

From this it will be readily seen that to 
increase the weight and thickness of zinc 
coating on the wire, it is only necessary to 
have the wire remain in the molten zinc bath 
a longer period of time, so as to take on 
more zinc and arrange the wiping process, 
so that the wire is wiped uniformly smooth, 
yet not too close. 

The Brown "Double Galvaniz- 
ing" Process 

As stated before, the vessel commonly 
known as the "galvanizing pan", which con- 
tains the molten zinc, through which the 
wire passes when being galvanized, is about 
14 feet long, which length for a number of 
years past has been considered standard. In 
order, however, to improve the quality of 
our galvanized wire, we have made these 
pans double the length, or 28 feet long 
instead of 14 feet, as formerly used. The 
wire, when being drawn through the longer 
pan at a reduced speed, naturally is immersed 
that much longer and comes into continuous 
contact with double the amount of molten 
zinc, and, of course, takes on and retains 
just that much more weight and thickness 
of zinc coating. 

Some small fence manufacturers who buy 
their wire, and for that reason are not en- 
tirely familiar with its manufacture, may tell 
you that it is impossible to put a heavier 
coat of galvanizing on wire and contend even 
if it were possible, the zinc would crack or 
peel off the wire when passing through the 
fence weaving machines. We reply to the 
first argument by referring to the U. S. Dept. 
of Agriculture Bulletin No. 239, page 23, 
which states that 

*'A very much better covering and 
perhaps a more durable wire can 
be made by what is known as the 
double galvanizing process. The 
double process does not, as its name 
implies, mean that more than one 



coating of zinc is put on, but only 
that about twice as much zinc by 
weight, is carried by the wire/* 

To the second argument of our doubting 
competitors, we must insist the fault lies, 
first in the design of their fence, and second, 
in the mechanical construction of their fence 
weaving machines and not in the thickness 
or weight of the galvanizing on the wire. 

This is .further borne out by Dr. W. H. 
Walker, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, who says : 

**The important objection to plac- 
ing a thick coating of zinc upoi& 
wire used for fencing is that such a 
coating cracks off when running 
through the machines. This objeC' 
tion applies only to those wires 
which are subjected to very sharp 
bends or turns/* 

If wire made from the best grade of Basic 
Open-Hearth Steel, low in percentage of 
Sulphur, Silicon, Phosphorus, Manganese and 
other impurities, is used and properly cleaned 
to remove all scale and dirt, and if the 
molten zinc is not only of the best grade, 
but kept at the right temperature, no diffi- 
culty will be encountered with cracking or 
scaling of the galvanizing when the wire is 
being woven, provided the weaving machines 
and the fence itself are of a practical design. 
At any rate, our machines have never given 
us any trouble in this way. 

We are constantly improving our manufac- 
turing methods and products, and great prog- 
ress has been made in both during the past 
three years; more particularly so in our 
galvanizing process and which is reflected 
in the extra durability and lasting qualities 
of Brown Fences. 

It is with great pride that we offer to 
American farmers a fence that is galvanized 
so it will resist the destructive elements. In 
going through the country we often stop at 
farm houses and ask the owners about their 
fences. In many cases they are very dis- 
satisfied, but never where Brown Fence was 
used.

^TPlHE sample selected should be 
I dipped into a saturated solu- 
tion of Sulphate of Copper 
(Blue Vitriol) at 60 Deg. Fahr.— 
and retained there one minute— it 
shall then be withdrawn and wiped 
dry; this process should be repeat- 
ed until the sample, when wiped 
dry, retains a reddish deposit of 
metallic copper. A good grade of 
Galvanized Wire should stand three 
of these one-minute immersions be- 
fore showing copper coloring, or 
else the test shows conclusively 
that the Galvanizing is not satis- 
factory. 

Sulphate of copper, as noted in the 
above formula for testing, is commonly 
known as Blue Vitriol. Sixty degrees 
Fahrenheit has reference to temperature 
of the water used — about one pint — and 
should be about a medium temperature.

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You can use the finest and strongest 
lumber obtainable, in building a house, 
but if the foundation is faulty, you

You can use the highest grade of paint 
on your wagon, but if the material used in 
the construction of the wagon itself is not 
perfect in every way, your wagon cannot 
stand up under terrific strains, in spite of 
the good paint.

And the best material to use in the manu- 
facture of fence wire is that which has the 
smallest amount of rust-collecting impurities, 
such as silicon, manganese, sulphur, phos- 
phorus, etc. 

Basic Open-Hearth Wire 

Any chemist, any scientist, any laboratory, 
will tell you that Basic Open-Hearth wire 
is practically free from all impurities. In 
exact figures, it contains less than one-tenth 
of 1 per cent impurities, and that is too 
small an amount even to consider, especially 
when compared to Bessemer and Common 
Open-Hearth wire. 

In Farmer's Bulletin No. 239, issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, we find 
the following paragraphs; 

"Phosphorus and sulphur both have a 
deleterious effect upon steel, reducing the 
ductility and making the metal brittle." 

"Without going further into 
the chemistry of the subject, this 
is all that is meant by basic 
open-hearth steel, namely, that 
the pig iron is melted in large 
basin-shaped furnaces, in which 
the carbon is burned out by the 
play of hot air over the surface 
of the molten mass, while at the 
same time the acid-forming im- 
purities, such as phosphorus and 
silicon, are absorbed by the basic 
lining of the furnace, which is 
usually made of rock material 
found in nature, consisting of 
carbonate of lime and magnesia, 
and known as ''dolomite' . Lime 
or limestone is also added to hasten this 
action and save the lining." 

Basic Open-Hearth Wire is more porous 
than Bessemer or the Common Open-Hearth 
Wire. When I say porous, I mean that to 




a certain degree it absorbes the galvanizing, 
practically uniting with it, making it next to 
impossible for the galvanizing to chip, flake 
or crack. 

Strongi Springy, Tough 



Basic Open - Hearth Wire is 
tougher, more tenacious and can 
be made with sufficient Carbon, 
free from neutralizing impurities, 
so as to provide ample Spring and 
Elasticity for fence purposes. As 
far as durability is concerned, it 
can be compared and is about equal 
to the good old Iron Wire in use 
some 20 or more years ago, and, 
in fact, is made in about the same 
way. 

To show you the difference, size 
for size, between the Hard, Stiff, 
Springy Wire used in Brown 
Fence and the Soft Wire used by 
many others, it is only necessary 
for me to state that ordinary No. 9 
Soft Wire stands a breaking strain 
of about 1,200 pounds, whereas the 
No. 9 Wire we use stands a break- 
ing strain of 2,400 pounds. 

Mind you, the gauge of the wire 
is the same in both cases, yet one 
is about twice as strong as the 
other. 

The reason others use soft wire 
is because the design of their fence 
makes necessary short, sharp bends 
or crimps in the wire. Tightly 
winding one wire around another 
several times makes the turns very 
short, and nothing but a very soft 
wire can be bent so easily. 

The One-Piece Cross Bar 

The cross bars in Brown Fence 
are one solid piece from bottom to 
top — the same size and quality as 
the line wires. 

Other fences, a good many of 
them, have wrapped cross bars. 
A short length is wrapped around 
the bottom line wire and the next 
wire above ; another short length 
is wrapped to the second and third 
line wires, and so on, clear to the 
top — each short length separate 
and independent of the one above. 
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That method of construction simply produces 
a series of hinges. If a weight were placed 
in the middle of the fence — all the hinges 
would give, and the strain is, therefore, 
placed on the top wire alone. If a hog roots 
from the bottom, again the hinges would 
give and the strain would be placed this 
time on the bottom wire. 

Strain Equally Distributed 

With the one-piece cross bar, or "stifif 
stay" fence, as it is called, the pressure is 
first felt on the nearest cross bars, but, as 
they are not "hinged", they do not "give" 
and the strain is, therefore, equally distrib- 
uted on the entire fence. 

Another important consideration is the fact 
that it is impossible to use "hard steel wire 
for cross bars in a wrapped stay fence, as 
hard wire is liable to break under the twist- 
ing to which wrapped wire fences are sub- 
jected. 

You know that a hard steel wire lasts 
longer than a soft wire, and as a one-piece 
cross bar is wrapped only at the top and 
bottom, the chances for cracking the galvan- 
izing are minimized. 

Your special attention is called to the 
fact that all cross bars in Brown Fence are 
exactly the same size and quality as the 
line wires, and not one size smaller, as used 
in some makes of fences. Investigate and 
you will find plenty of those soft, light-weight, 
wrapped stay wire fences in your neighbor- 
hood in use only a very few years with the 
stay wires rusted and broken. 

With our "Stiff Stay Fence" you can save 
at least one-third the posts and labor of 
setting them, besides getting a much more 
substantial and durable finished job of fenc- 
ing. 

The Brown Knot 

The Brown one-piece cross bar is attached 
to the line wires with a circular knot, which 
absolutely prevents slipping, and, as it is 
not a close wrap, permits free circulation of 

air, and consequent- 
ly quick drying 
after rain. 

Wrapped stays 
are tightly twisted 
around the line 
wires, retaining 
moisture, and as it 
is impossible to 
wrap them tight 
enough to prevent slipping on the line wires, 
a little hard usage quickly destroys the value 
of the fence. 

In Brown Fence the tie is made of material 
of the same gauge used for the lateral and 
upright wires. Its weight and galvanizing 





are the same. The formation of the Brown 
Knot is such that, while it prevents 
slipping of the wires, it provides 
sufficient play to allow for the 
fence being erected on hilly or un- 
even ground without kinking or 
bending the strand or stay wires ; 
the stay wires always remaining in 
a perpendicular position, no matter 
what the grade. 

The Brown Stiff Stay Fence al- 
ways goes up evenly; equal tension 
on all strand wires ; no sagging or 
loose places. 

Coiled Strand Wires 

Wire fence expands in warm weather and 
contracts in cold weather. In an ordinary wire 
fence cold weather is apt to break the wires or 
pull out the end posts ; warm weather makes 
the wires sag and bag. 

The wire used in the construction of Brown 
Fence is hard, stiff and springy. In order 
to give additional "spring" to this high grade 
wire, it is coiled. Soft wire contains no 
spring, neither can it be made springy by 
coiling. Those manufacturers who use soft 
galvanized wire in their fences, crimp the 
strand wires by putting in short, sharp bends, 
which by no means provide for expansion 
and contraction necessary in a wire fence. 



The "coil" in Brown Fence takes up the 
slack in warm weather and allows for con- 
traction in cold weather. The Brown Fence 
cannot sag or break — it always returns to 
its original position just as any spring does.
